Canada agree to contribute a maximum of 50 Canadian communications personnel, 
consistent with the United Nations mandate, to this operation.

Be it resolved that the Standing Committee on National Defence and Veterans A ffairs 
(SCONDVA) request the Government of Canada to embark upon a five-year plan for the 
revitalization and modernization of the Canadian Forces which would substantially increase the 
budget of the Department of National Defence as a percentage of GDP.
